SHOULD MINING CLAIMS BE MADE 
REAL ESTATE ? 



Thore are few questions at present before 
the public of more pressing importance, and 
levr indeed which pieacut greater difficulties 
in their solution thau those relating to the 
reform of the miuing laws of British Coluin 
bia. That there is great need of reform all 
arc willing to admit. The best evidence of 
this comes from the miners themselves. 
They are not nil satisfied with the regulations 
at present prevailing in the neighboring 
colony. Still loss are the merchants and 
those who either have invested or desire to 
invest their capital in gold claims. A 
change of the law is sought for both by 
miners and traders. Ono oi the changes 
sought to be effected 1 is that relating to the 
character of mining claims. A petition cir- 
culated in town for signature some few days 
ago, and svas, we believe, signed by several 
of our leading merchants, praying His Hx» 
cellency the Governor of British Columbia, 
to the effect thatjmining claims in Curiboo 
might bo declared Real Estate, in order that 
they might bo mortgaged as security for 
monoy loaned or debts incurred, With the 
main object o( many of the petitioners— 
namely, that merchants giving goods to 
miners on crodil, or capitalists loaning 
money to enable claims to be worked, should 
have some better security than can bo the 
case at prosont no fault onn he found. We 
must all desire that traders in the mines 
should be placed as nearly in the position of 
their brethren in the lower country as the 
circumstances ol the case will allow. We 
must also wish to see those men who are 
willing lo assist the poor but enterprising 
and hard-working miner to prospect his claim 
properly ; fully secured by some charge upon 
the interest they may assist in doveloping. 

But are the public at the same timo will- 
ing to consent to such a change in the 
character of mining property— we relor more 
particularly to placer mines— as will have the 
tendency to throw nearly all the claims in 
the mines in the hands of a few or even 
many wealthy capitalists, to bo held by them 
the same as a farm or town lot, for euoh 
•we are convinced would inevitably be the 
case were mining claims made real csute. 
Make them real estate and you oaunot well 
divest them of the usual incidents of that 
species ot property. They may be bought, 
sold, mortgaged, takan in execution, willed, 
and held absolutely for all practical purposes. 
They may be worked or not worked. If it is 
prjfitable to work thorn at all, the greatest 
profit will of course accrue from their bein 
worked at a minimum cost. To do this will 
require a reduction of the price of labor 
White men will not work in a country like 
Cariboo for low wages, espeeially with the 
abovo change of mining laws. The con- 
sequence will be that Chinamen will be 
introduced. They are already at the mouth 
of Quesnelle, and on Willow river. When 
they do the labor of Cariboo, white men will 
leave. Should such a state ot things como 
to pass, should it be reported abroad, that 
through any alteration of our mining laws, 
capitalists were enabled to step in — to buy 
up the best claims and hold thorn as real 
estate — that through them attempts were made 
to get labor so cheap that no white man could 
work thcro with any chance of making wages- 
then the reputation of British Columbia abroad 
as a mining country would be utterly damag- 
ed, — then adieu to any further emigration on 
a largo scalo. Wo might fill the country with 
Asiatics, who for the most part consume 
Chinese productions, both manufactures and 
food — who have no permanent interest in the 
country — whoso only object is to make 
their pile and go back to the " Flowery- 
kingdom, " and end their days under tho 
benignant rule of the '' brother |of the sun 
and moon." What than would become of 
the development of British Columbia t Whut 
men would we attruot to our shores who 
would be willing to settle down nnd fill up 
tho country with an intelligent, industrious, 
and energetio population? The development 
of British Columbia, and tho increase of its 
white population, would be very likely to 
move »t a' snail's pace. With only two 
classes— Chinamen and capitalists — to com- 
pose its population, it would be useless to 
expect anything more. The mines would not 
last for over, and with thorn would depart tho 
best chance that ever existed to lay a founda- 
tion for permanent prosperity. Wo depend 
withonl doubt, as did California and Australia, 
upon tho mines to people our country. It 
must bo done whilst they are in thoir prime. 
Should by any mismanagement this oppor- 
tunity be lost, it will never again return. 
Wo must take the tide at its flood, and not 
throw our chance away. 

But it will be said that it is necossary to 
givo merchants who trust their goods to 
miners some better security for golting thoir 
pay tnan at present exists. They may give a 
man credit upon his claim, but he may forfeit 
it according to tho mining laws, nnd the 
merchant get nothing. And the samo thing 
is said of the money lender who loans to tho 
miner tho meant of opening his claim. How 
to meet both theso evils and still not make 
mining claims real estate, is the question to 
be decided upon to effect a proper reform. Why 
cannot this bo douo by giving tho creditor 
liberty to acquire liens capable of registration 
on the claims of his debtors up to a fixed 
number, say, for example, two; and in case 
of default of payment on tho pat t of tho claim 
holding debtor, allowing the creditor to en- 
force his lien by sale or foreclosure. To en- 
sure the claim being alwayB woikcd during 
the season, and at tho same timo protuct the 
creditor, the claims should, upon being for- 
feited by tho owner, becomo the property of 
the registered holder of any lien. In case a 
third party wished to jump the claim afier 
its forfeituro by the debtor, he should be com- 
pelled to give the creditor or his agent notice 
to work it within a number of days 
fixed by law ; upon the oreditor not doing this 
the third claimant should bare a good title. 

To insure that no unnecessary delay should 
take place in the claim being left unworked, 
the ownor of a lien should bo bound upon 
registering it, to specify where he could beser 
ved wilhnotico on the creek. By this means 
the rights of parties might bo protected, mon- 
opolies kept out of tho field, and tho principle 
of always keening the claims worked fully 
carried out. White labor would thus be en- 
couraged, capital at tho same timo could ba 
invested to a fair extent without danger of 
working injury. Any excess requiting in- 
Testment would oasily find plnce in copper 
mining and in gold and silver quarts work*, 
for those we consider are branches uf outer- 
priso which ought to be dealt with diflor- 
entlv to placer claims. Were the above 
coarse pursued we would be likely to nlwoys 
givo sufficient eucouragomenl to whito labor 
to ensuro the settling np or the country, 
•whilst the mines continue productive.

Seizure of the Eliza Anderson. — A 
seizuro of tho steamer Eliza Anderson was 
made yesterday morning, on a writ of in- 
junction issued by Chief Justice Cameron in 
a auit commenced against her by tho British 
Columbia Navigation Company.

The rumors referred to in yester- 
day's edition of the Express are, we are as- 
eured, without foundation, as no trouble is 
anticipated between tho company and their 
•gent, 



Postal Reciprocity. — Yesterday — Ba- 
ker, Esq.. special agent of tho United States, 
accompauied by Allan Francis, Esq., U. S. 
Consul, had an interview with His Excellency 
the Governor on the subject of establishing a 
reciprocity in our postal connections with the 
States on the Pacific; As far ns we under- 
stand, it is Mr. Jiaker's object to eflect an 
arrangement with our government to extend 
to San Francisco, Portland, and ports on 
Puget Sound similar to tho existing regula- 
tions between Canada and the States, where- 
by all mail matter, upon payment of the 
prescribed rates of postage, will bo forwarded 
to its destination without entailing the neces- 
sity of accounts being kept between tho dif- 
ferent post offices. The expense of the mail 
service to bo equally borne by the two gov- 
ernments. Tho deputation was courteously 
received by Governor Douglas. Wo shall 
know more of tho subject anon.

Alter offering its congratula- 
tions to the serfs upon their escape from 
the thraldom of a "rapacious enemy and 
heartless rival," by tho settlement beyoud 
all doubt of the two c»rdinal points, "Mr. 
Douglas is not to be their governor (?) and 
there is to bs no union ol the colonies," at 
length reaches tho summit of its meteoric 
flight, and then explodes in the following neat 
little rhapsody ; "It is satisfactory to know 
that Mr. Douglas is at length to drink the cop 
of his own iniquity. To relievo him "in con- 
sideration of his long service," and that one 
year before tho expiration of his term a? Gov- 
ernor of this Colony, is a fitting punishment 
for the gross betrayal of royal trust— sacra- 
ticing tho interests of a whole colony for his 
own private advantage. Il is true his dis- 
missal does not constitute restitution, but 
with a good government of our own we ahull 
not be long in out-growing the ill elfects of 
fivo years' maladministration — in demon- 
strating to Victoria und to the commercial 
world the natural advantages of New West- 
minster as a great entrepot for the British 
FaoiCo, as well as the terminus of overland 
communication." 

Selling Lujuott During Divine Skryice 
—Jules Greenbaum, Thomas McCann, and 
James Wilcox were soverally charged in 
the Police Court yesterday with selling 
liquors during the hours of Divine Service. 
In tho two former cases Mr. Pemhorton im- 
posed a light penally of $2 50. Mr. Bishop 
appeared for Mr. Wilcox and pleaded not 
guilty. Officer Spooner was examined and 
stated, in answer to Mr. Bishop, that Iio sup- 
plied a sovereign to a brother policeman 
named Jackson who wus in plain clothes, for 
the purpose of obtaining drink in the house. 
The magistrate said that he did not approve 
of such a courso of procedure as a principle. 
It was only in cases where it was difficult to 
detect an olfonce by any other means, such, 
for instance, as supplying whisky to Indians, 
where the latter would not disclose the fticts, 
that he would permit tho adoption of such 
means for obtaining a conviction. In tho 
present instance, if the Police could not detect 
that the house was open and supplying 
liquors during improper hours Irom observa- 
tion in tho ordinary course of their duties, 
they had no right to bring forward this 
charge. " ' ' :

Williaks Creek, 5lh August, 1863. 
Dear Si it,— Since my last letter dated 2 1st 
ultimo, thete is not much additional news to 
be noted. 

Two fresh strikes have been made below 
the Canon on this creek. 

Tho Parkinson and Discovery claims of 
MoOulIum g«leh are now paying well. 

The Discovery and Glenoan claims on 
Last Chance and Lightning are paying well, 
the latter worked by live men, paying upwards 
of 30 ounces daily, there are four shares iu 
this claim, — Mr. Crawford of Victoria is one 
of the lucky owners. 

A company of 27 welch men are located 
on Lightning at tho mouth of Lust Chance. 
Much is expected from this company in the 
way of prospecting the deep ground of that 
locality. Somo heavy strikes are expected 
on Lightning very soon. 

Tho Quartz Lode discovery some 12 inilos 
in a north west direction from this placo 
has created much excitement. I purpose 
visiting it next week, when 1 will be able to 
report all I shall have seen regarding it. 

The total licences granted minors to this 
date at Vunwinklo and this place are 2,178. 

The total records mcde also in both places 
are 3,S:V>. 

Tho total number of suits tried in the 
Commissioners Courts are 125, there were live 
appeals, one of which was reversed by the 
court above. 

Tho Trades Licences granted 183. 

There has been since my last report one 
case of petty larceny. 

Ninety lour cases in County Court have 
boon tried. 

Mining and prospecting goes on steadily. 
The labor and provision markets are over- 
stocked. 

1 have been for ten days through the mines 
particularly on the Lightning creek and its 
tributaries, the miners almost iu every 
instance seem confident of success.

Cowicuak, AuursT 17th, 1803. 
Editor Bitrrisn Colonist, Sir; — As n 
subscriber to your paper and a settler in Cow- 
ichan, you may perhaps afford mo space to 
make a few remarkson a letter signed " Agri 
Horticolo," which appeared in your last 
weekly edition, regarding tho land on the 
south "side of Cowichan hay. Several state- 
ments of your correspondent are made with 
little regard to truth, or else ho labors under 
most mistaken ideas; he asserts that " there is 
no practical man resident among us," in reply 
I would say that on tho south side of the bay. 
the settlers are chiefly men who have been 
engaged in funning pursuits iu England, or 
arc old settlers from Canada. In their 
opinion no amount of working will make the 
soil productive, though by such means it may 
be capable of improvement. 

Our ctops were put iu at their proper sea- 
son, and in several cases, on land that had 
received an autumn cultivation, they have 
also been properly attended to and hoed, with 
the exception of tho crops of such men who 
have been absent at the mines. 

1 conclude that " the profitless pursuits in- 
dulged in by the would bo farmers " here, 
according to 'your correspondent must refer 
to tho eport of doer shooting which is our 
chief recreation, but perhaps " Agri Horti- 
colo'' is no lover ol field sports and would 
debar US from such amusement. 

But better than all tho suggestions of 
"Agri Horticolo" let him come up and set 
us a good and wholesome example and show 
us what he can do ; there is ready for bun a 
choice from several claims, that perhaps he 
won't think any tho worso for their having 
undergone the very partial cultivation which 
has so aroused his scientific wrath, and to 
which he will be made perfectly welcome.

ON THE SOUTH SIDE OF THE HAY. 

Another Source of Employment. 

Editor Britisu Colonist,— What is the 
reason that people don't put up ripe (mil and 
groen vegetables when they are cheap aud 
plentiful, for uso at a time when they aro 
scarco mid dear, as in the Western States ol 
America ? It is easily dune, aud would give 
a great deal ol employment to many persons 
especially tinsmiths. They would sell in tho 
winter oven if wo did not export any. 
When the practice first began there, only a 
few dozens were put up, but in the course of 
three or four years it amounted to thousands 
of dozens yearly; und so it might here. It 
is too late in the season to begin now, but by 
another year arrangements minht 1 



: entered 

into for that purpose. The vessels usod are 
made of tin, glass, stoneware— yellow, brown 
und white — the sizes used arc pints, quarts, 
and two quarts ; the vessels are made air- 
tight, some by soldering, some have wax tops, 
screw lops and spring lops. It might not 
answer at present to import the glass and 
Btone vessels, hut the tin ones could be made 
here, the tops and bottoms could bo procured 
from New York if not from San Francisco. 
Wo may nut have quite so many peaches 
and tomatoes as tho Western people, but we 
have more of other kinds and they will in 
crease every year. We have Raspberries, 
Strawberries, Gooseberries, Currants, Huck- 
leberries, Green Peas, Green Cum, Tomatoes, 
etc. 

The Uuckleborry contains a great deal 
of sweet juice, and would no doubt make a 
very good home madu wine ; it could be 
made the same as elderberry wine in Eng- 
land, which is n very simple process, lias 
any one bore ever made any, and what was 
the result ? Any person requiring informa- 
tion respecting tho putting tip ol fruit and 
vegetables may probably obtain it Irom 
John Bissell.

Terms of Peace. 

The Richmond Enquirer of July 7th, with 
ull tho high hopes placed upon Lee's success 
before it, and no knowledge of his defeat, the 
fall of Vicksburg, aud the retreat of Bragg, 
aud tho hopelessness of holding Port Hud- 
son, thus haughtily states the rebels' terms of 
peace : 

A SPECULATION. 

Suppose, what is not at all improbable, 
that tho armies of the Federal Union should 
all bo vanquished this year— that the whole 
scheme ol invasion nud subjugation should 
breuk down, and that we should be enabled 
to dictate terms ol peace in Washington — 
what then 1 We may well begin to reflect 
upon this contingency, seeing that our ene- 
mies themselves aro speculating upon the 
same. * 

The Confederate States, when victorious 
and about to proposo terms ol pcaco will have 
nothing more to demand than they would 
have proposed before the fall of Sumter, ex- 
cept indemnification for those outrages com- 
mitted by the enemy against every law of 
civilized warfare. 

The acknowledgement of the indepen 
deuce of every State now in the Confederacy 
and tho free choice ol tho people of Mary- 
land to determine whether they will elect the 
Confederacy or the United States, will form 
tho first ot the " conditions." Kentucky nnd 
Missouri aro already members of the Con- 
federacy, and, upon the hypothesis ol Confed- 
erate success, must remain members of the 
Confederacy unless their people determine 
otherwise. With their luturo destiny the 
United States can have nothing whatever to 
do, and will not bo permitted to exercise any 
authority or exert any influence upon their 
people. 

The navigation of tho Mississippi, though 
Inst to the United 'States by the trial of bat- 
tle, may yot be theirs by the "condition o( 
peace." Its advantages aro reciprocal and 
will bo readily yielded to the United .States. 

The return of all negroes deported by the 
Yankees or payment of their value will be an 
other of the ' conditions of peace." The laws 
of war were violated in leltor and spirit by 
tho running off of these negroes, and tho de- 
struction of the property of private, unarmed 
citizens — payment will bo a condition of 
peace. 

Trade relations will also form u part of 
these conditions — what their nature or char- 
acter may be it is impossible to speculate 
upon, lint as they are musuul iu their ad- 
vantages, and exist by treaty between all na- I 
lions, they will doubtless arise, despite the 
animosities engendered by tho war. 

With such conditions of peace accepted by 
the United Stales, in what particular wilt 
they have sustained damages by separation 
which justiliod this war. 

The 'people of tho United States have been 
kept in ignorance of tho real demands of the 
Confederate Slates ; ihey have been taught 
to believe a pro-slavery propaganda, involv- 
ing the conquest aud conversion lo slavery of 
the States ot the Union, to be the purpose and 
designs of the Confederacy. 

The conditions of peace that the victorious 
Confederates will propose is simple, and we 
believe will, in the course of tinie, provo ad- 
vantageous tc both nations. 

The people of the Confederate States be- 
lieve that their future destiny can be better 
accomplished in separate nationality that) 
under the Federal Union. 

To attest the honesty of this belief, they 
have maintained a war which has desolated 
much of their territory, sacrificed many ol the 
bravest and best of their people, and endured 
many of the privations and cruelties inflicted 
by the enemy. They have demonstrated their 
determination never again to live in union 
with the po.iplo of the Unitud States ; and 
they have illustrnted their power to defy tho 
enemy's ellbrts by a series of victories unpar- 
alleled in the annals o( war. Their condi- 
tions of peace will involve no humiliation of 
the enemy ; no loss of power except such as 
is incidental to our separate nationality. 

II the enemy are unwilling to accept these 
conditions of peace, so let it bo. The war is, 
and will remaim in Pennsylvania, and further 
Sorlh.—Alta.

How Blockade RunnerB Eacapo Some- 
times. 

A letter from on board the gunhoat Cliip- 
pawa, oil' Charleston, .June 28tn, says that on 
the previous night another blockade runner 
went in. This makes threo in the three weeks 
we have Leon bere- — two in and one out — and 
they liavo ail passed through in the same 
plane. The Umadilla having left a day or 
two since, left au open space of two miles be- 
tween us an.l the Canandaigun. It was dark 
and cloudy about three o'eloek in the morn- 
ing, when a rocket from tho Cuuaudaigua 
towards the Bhore, and four gun9 with tho 
shells whistling ahead and across our bow, 
informed us that a vessel was running in. 
All hands were called to quarters, and our 11 
inch gun got ready, when the outlines of a 
steamer wero d is t icily seen not far ofT be- 
tween us and the light of Fort Sumter, Our 
gun was leveled and trailed so as to bear on 
her, but one of the crew said it might be the 
Canandaigua chasing the runner in, though 
this was impossible, from the direction nnd 
distance of tho Caoandaigua. Com. Harris, 
who bad been called up in iiaslo, could not 
get sight of her, so this excellent chance for 
throwing a 11 inch shell at or in her was lost.

I believe they are patriotic anil do the best 
thoy can, but" that there is a lack ol efficiency 
1 am fully convinced, ami so I think the Gov- 
ernment aud public will be after the account 
of the last three weeks is before them.

Tin-: Indian Troubles in Buttk, — The 
Oiovillo Uni'w =:iy< that tlia citizens ol Butte 
county met at fence's Ranch mi July 27th, 
to devise som o plan lor removing all the In- 
dians from the county. Resolutions were 
adopted lo the cfl'aot that tho Indiana should 
be given tidily says timo nud full notice to 
surrender themselves at designated points in 
the settlements, for removal lo tho Reserva- 
tions, and all failing to como will bo shot at 
sio'.'.t. Coininiltee.s weru appointed to notify 
und collect the. savages, and io collect funds 
to defray expenses ol collecting and removing 
the Indians lo (Jhieo Landing. Meanwhile a 
company ol volunteers is out scouring the 
mountains. Our authority gives this speci- 
men of their work : 

On Friday of last week Captain Hunt, 
with fourteen ol the Oroville Guards, in their 
hunt lot Indians, arrived about sunset, at a 
butcher's shop, near Hupp k Co.'s mills. 
They found there ihree '-rod skins" — two men, 
known lo bo bad ones, ami a boy about 14, 
who had long worked with and for the 
bulcher. They captured all three, aud re- 
quested of the butcher a rope to bind (hum. 
lie inquired their intent, and was promptly 
informed they wen; all lo he taken out. 
hound nnd shot io death, lie interceded 
lor tho boy, as boino well known, honest, in- 
dustrious ami peaceable. Uapt, Hunt informed 
him lhat the Guards were out to hunt and 
kill bad Indians, and as the Iwo men wero 
known lo bo " no good," the killing of them 
was imperative, and Ihu boy taken with 
thorn j that letting him go would imperil the 
guards and the butcher too ; aud though he 
m<gbt he goud, under tho circumstances of 
the case, the boy too must he killed. He 
yielded ai d ull three were taken out, bound, 
"and shot. The botcher owned a capital 
watoh-dog, with which no one except him- 
Bolf and llio Indian boy could have any 
friendship. As soon as the shooting was 
done, tho Guards moved on to the Forks of 
tho Jtulte. Vory soon after they left, Ihe 
butcher missed his dog, then his big butcher

his knives hid dway?j then, continuing to 
hunt, he alter a while ton ml his dog shut up 
in a lar^e cupboard, nearly dead from poison- 
ing. All this he know, ceuld have been 
done by no ono except lite boy, and at once 
he underslood the wnolo plot, which was— 
the Indians with tho aid ot tho boy to uiur 
der Idiri that night with his own bulcher 
knives. Ha took the alarm and Hod. Dur- 
ing the night numerous Indians visited his 
houso. He aays himself now that llio cool 
determination of Oapt. Hunt saved his life 
from being sacrificed by tho very Indian in 
whom ho placed implicit confidence, and 
whoso life he uuaviuliiigly pleaded for. 



Presents u> i'msoidkat uimjoln to Na- 
tives of Japan.— In Xovetnbor last, the 
American burl; Chevalie of New York, while 
on her voyage from Hakodadi to Shangbae, 
Ghinn, was wrecked about 11)0 miles north- 
east of Kanagawa, lnlonnalion of the oc- 
currence was promptly communicated to tho 
U. S. Consul at tli at port, and a steam gun- 1 
boat was placed at bis disposal by the Japan- j 
nsj government to enable him lo proceed to 
the wreck for tho relief and rescue of the 
crew. On arriving at the scene of disaster, 
the olficers and crew of tho Chevalie wero 
found on shore, having been rescued Irom tbe 
breakers by Iho natives who treated them 
with great kindness. On receiving in'olli- 
gence of this demonstration on the part of 
the Japanese, tho President directed presents 
to be sent to the principal officers of the 
gunboat, and to tbe authorities of tho pro- 
vince in which the disaster look place. 
These testimonials will bo sent to Mr. Pruyn, 
our Minister resident in Japan, lor distribu- 
lion. They consist of a solid silver speaking 
trumpet, elegantly and elaborately chased 
with marine and our own national emblems, 
with the inscription, " From the President of 
the United Stales of America in appreciation 
.il courage and humanity ;'' two gold chrono- 
meters with Japanese figures, and a double- 
tube marine glass of the best quality, all 
bearing the inscription similar to that of tho 
trumpet.
